A mother-of-four is facing jail after 
an alcohol-fuelled sex session with 
schoolboys. 

Kelly Baker was warned by a 
judge at Guildford Crown Court on 
Monday that she could be jailed for 
seven years after the drunken fling, 
which involved a threesome with 
two boys - one of them just 14 years 
old. 

The court heard that a group of 10 
teenagers had been “hanging out” 
with Baker’s eldest daughter and 
had gone back to the house, in Bid- 
hans Crescent, Tadworth, at 9.30pm, 
on April 22.

The 35-year-old drank three bot¬ 
tles of wine before indulging in a 
sexy dance with a 16-year-old, who 
was above the legal age of consent, 
which led to a physical encounter in 
the kitchen. 

The pair then went to the bath¬ 
room where she performed a sex act 
on the boy, before taking him into 
the bedroom because his friends 
kept walking in on them and 
laughing. 

The bleary-eyed couple were then 


joined by a 14-year-old boy and the 
trio had a sex session using a sex 
toy. During the encounter Baker 
performed a sex act on the minor 
while the 16-year-old had sex with 
her. Baker pleaded guilty to a single 
count of sexual activity with a child, 
the 14-year-old boy. 

Hannah Duncan, prosecuting, told 
the judge: “They all went to her 
house, she was drunk on rose wine - 
they were drinking beer. 

“It began with her having sexual 
activity with the 16-year-old boy. It 
started off with them dancing, then 
she started to give him oral sex in 


the kitchen.” 

Miss Duncan said: “[The 14-year- 
old] went into the bedroom uninvit¬ 
ed and joined in. It wasn’t the case 
that she enticed him in.” 

Judge Christopher Critchlow said: 
“She didn’t provide him with alco¬ 
hol, they brought their own to the 
house. He came into her bedroom 
uninvited and asked for what 
happened.” 

Miss Duncan said the prosecution 
considered the starting point for her 
sentencing in September would be 
four years, with a range between 
three and seven.

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Family holds a fun day to 
remember little big hero

The family of a nine-month- 
old “little big hero” who died 
from meningitis following two 
misdiagnoses has organised a 
charity football match in his 
memory. 

On Christmas Day 2009 Joel 
Selwyn Ruck, of Epsom, 
showed the first showing signs 
of being ill, but his parents 
thought it was just teething or 
a cold. 

Six days later, on New Years’ 
Eve, little Joel, who had con¬ 
tracted pneumococcal menin¬ 
gitis, was dead. 

Kimberlyn Dela Cruz and 
Lee Ruck took him to the doc¬ 
tors on December 27 where he 
had an ear infection diagnosed 
and was given antibiotics. A 
second doctor also said it 
was an ear infection and 
dehydration. 

But the worried couple 
rushed Joel to accident and 
emergency and he was 
transferred to King’s College 


Hospital for specialist care. 

But, despite the best efforts of 
medical staff, his condition 
worsened to the point 
that on December 31 doctors 
testing his brain found no 
response. 

His life-support machine was 
switched off and his organs 
were donated, helping to save 
two lives. 

Now his family and friends 


have organised the Little Big 
Hero Family Football Fun Day 
to help the charity Meningitis 
UK find a vaccine to wipe out 
the disease. 

Miss Dela Cruz said: “As 
soon as Joel was seen at the 
hospital he was rushed away - 
everything happened so fast. 

“After a while they told us he 
was going to be transferred to 
King’s College Hospital. 


“This is when they told us 
how serious his condition was, 
but we did not know what the 
cause was. 

“It scared us to death not 
knowing what was wrong. 

“It broke our hearts to see 
him lying there with tubes 
everywhere.” 

The event will be held at 
Goals Sutton, in London Road, 
North Cheam, on August 19, 
from 10am to 6pm. 

As well as the five-a-side foot¬ 
ball tournament, there will be 
a barbecue, family sports day, 
children’s games, tombola, raf¬ 
fle, stalls, and the chance for 
one youngster to win a place at 
Chelsea FC’s Academy. 

Steve Dayman, Meningitis 
UK founder, who launched 
the charity after losing his 
baby son to meningitis and 
meningococcal septicaemia in 
1982, said: “What happened to 
baby Joel sadly highlights how 
fast meningitis can take hold 
and how hard it is to diagnose.”

At Croydon Magistrates’

being found guilty last 
month of assault following a 
trial. 

He also has to pay £100 
compensation to Mr Bowness 
and has to pay more than 
£350 outstanding from a pre¬ 
vious court fine. 

He was given three months 
to pay the full amount - so he 
can raise the money to pay 
for the fine through an up¬ 
coming boxing fight. 

Chairman of the bench, 


magistrate Fisher, said: “You 
can’t go around getting in¬ 
volved in fights. 

“There may well have been 
a degree of provocation in 
this, but in the future you 
must just walk away. 

“Try and not get too angry. 
Behave yourself next time.” 

The Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice did not raise Mr Mizon’s 
boxing skills as an aggravat¬ 
ing factor in sentencing. 

At his trial prosecutor 
Michael Phillips said: “As a 
disciplined boxer, you are 
very well aware a punch 
from you could result in seri¬ 
ous injuries.” 

On Monday the court heard 
Mizon had suffered from post 
traumatic stress after tours 
of duty in Afghanistan. 

Mr Mizon claimed at his 
trial he had been acting in self 
defence.

flame.

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Delving into the vaults to 
find Bourne Hall’s secrets 



Hidden history: Curator Jeremy Harte explores treasures in the archives Deadiinepix EP 69351

Bourne Hall will be opening 
its vaults to the Epsom 
Guardian this summer and 
revealing the secrets and sto¬ 
ries behind some of the 13,000 
objects hidden there. 

The council-funded muse¬ 
um, in Spring Street, Ewell, 
was established in 1969 and 
has amassed some 13,807 
items and 750 boxes of archae¬ 
ological remains in that time. 

Less than five per cent of its 
collections - including furni¬ 
ture, costumes, fine art, house¬ 
hold items and work tools - are 
on display in Bourne Hall, but 
anyone wishing to see more 
can ask to do so. 

Jeremy Harte, who has been 
the museum’s curator for 22 
years, said this rarely hap¬ 
pened, and believed opening 
the vaults to the newspaper 
would make the collection 
more accessible. 

Over the coming weeks, we 
will be showcasing some of the 
unique items and revealing the 
funny, extraordinary and dra¬ 
matic tales behind them. 

Mr Harte said: “What we are 
doing with the collections is 


looking at things in daily life 
that have now become obso¬ 
lete. They date back to the 16th 
century while the archaeologi¬ 
cal items to 12,000 years ago, 
and they come right through to 
the diamond jubilee. 

“It’s about making this ma¬ 
terial more available. What 
people don’t realise is the mu¬ 
seum has a static display and 
an ongoing collection. 

“We are collecting the past, 
which tends to accumulate 


and a museum never stops.” 

Bourne Hall receives no spe¬ 
cial funding for maintenance 
of its collections and all its 
items are donated. Mr Harte 
said it is always looking for 
items. Anyone who finds 
something interesting in their 
attic should get in touch. 

He said: “Very often it’s the 
quirky items and the unusual 
things that get passed by be¬ 
cause people don’t think of 
them as antiques. If people 


think they have something in¬ 
teresting, give me a call or 
email us and then we can ex¬ 
change pictures. 

“We’re always looking to lay 
down a record people can look 
back on. The story behind an 
item is more important than 
its industrial history.”

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Resident takes action 
over untreated weeds 


A retired magistrate annoyed by 
untreated weeds flourishing in 
his street has cut them down and 
sent the bill for his work to the 
authorities. 

Graham Smith, of Walnut 
Grove in Banstead, said he decid¬ 
ed to reach for the garden shears 
after spending nearly three years 
trying to get Reigate and 
Banstead Council (RBC) and Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC) to take 
responsibility for cutting the 
weeds, which are growing 
between the road and the 
pavement. 

The 73-year-old said: “Each 
council is trying to hide behind 
the other.” 

The ex-Sutton magistrate 
cleared the road of the weeds on 
Wednesday morning, and said he 
will be sending the bill to the 
councils. 

But the council responsible,

RBC, said he will not be paid for 
his efforts as it already con¬ 
firmed the weeds would be 
removed. 

Mr Smith said: “The councils 
are very keen to collect rates, but 
don’t seem to know we even 
exist. 

“I wrote letters to both councils 
about two weeks ago giving them 
two weeks to do something about 
the weeds. 

“Now I will clear them away 
myself and send them the bill. If 
they want, they can sue me. 

“I am doing the job of the coun¬ 
cils for them. They are just being 
idle.” 

An SCC spokeswoman said: 
“There has been some confusion 
on Mr Smith’s part. 

“The pavement is regarded as 


part of the highway, which is our 
responsibility, but it just so hap¬ 
pens that we have contracts with 
borough councils for them to 
look after grass cuttings and 
dealing with weeds. It is the re¬ 
sponsibility of RBC.” 

An RBC spokeswoman said it 
had already written to Mr Smith 
outlining its proposed action, 
which has been hampered by 
rain. 

She said: “It is not possible to 
spray the area when it is wet or 
within four hours of rain, due to 
the type of glyphosate weed 
killer our contractor uses. 

“We have confirmed the weeds 
will be treated. 

“The council will not refund 
any expenses incurred by Mr 
Smith as his road will receive the 
same treatment as every other 
road in the borough, albeit de¬ 
layed by the weather.”

A historic pub may have been 
doomed by the council when it 
earmarked the site for housing 
development last year. 

The Organ and Dragon, a 
Thai restaurant and pub in 
London Road, Ewell, was 
closed down on July 17, spark¬ 
ing anger from residents. 

According to the ex-manager 
of the pub, which has been 
serving the Ewell community 
since the 18th century, its 
owner, Punch Taverns, has 
sold the freehold - igniting con¬ 
cerns it may be turned into a 
nightclub, new housing or be 
torn down. 

Punch Taverns has refused 
to comment on the future of 
the pub except to confirm it 
has been sold to an unnamed 
party. But it emerged last 
week it was identified as a po¬ 
tential site for housing by 
Epsom Council in its Housing 
Site Allocations Paper of 2011. 

A council spokesman said to 
meet Government require¬ 
ments, it had to identify areas 
where housing development 
could take place and the con¬ 
sultation that produced the 
2011 paper had strong 


residents’ input that the bor¬ 
ough’s green spaces should be 
protected. 

The views generated by 
the 2011 paper are now being 
incorporated into emerging 
planning policies. 

He said: “The council 


identified various sites in exist¬ 
ing urban areas that would be 
viewed favourably if they 
came before planning. 

“The areas were identified as 
there was a reasonable possi¬ 
bility of them being put for¬ 
ward for redevelopment. 


“The Organ and Dragon site 
was identified as a possible op¬ 
tion for future housing devel¬ 
opment because the site is in a 
sustainable location, it is un¬ 
derstood that the current use 
is not economically viable, the 
land could be efficiently used 
for housing and would be at¬ 
tractive to a developer, and the 
general area and infrastruc¬ 
ture could accommodate a 
small housing development.” 

Ewell councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge said residents would 
have to wait and see, but ac¬ 
knowledged the council’s ear¬ 
marking of the site may have 
affected the owners’ view of its 
potential. 

He said: “The Organ and 
Dragon is a historic site. It 
would be a great shame to lo¬ 
cals to lose that. The other side 
of the coin is that we need 
housing. 

“If the owner had ap¬ 
proached the council and said 
it was thinking of develop¬ 
ment, then maybe that is the 
reason it was on the list. 

“But, the fact the site was 
identified certainly could have 
changed the way its owner 
viewed the potential of that 
land and lead them to consider 
what their options are.”

A wildlife charity cut off by the 
Olympic road races in Leather- 
head last month was given spe¬ 
cial permission to rescue two 
stranded kittens. 

The men and women’s races 
went right past the Wildlife Aid 
Foundation’s (WAF) centre in 
Randalls Road, Leatherhead, 
which was closed to traffic to 
the frustration of staff at the 
charity. 

But when an urgent call for 
help was made to the charity 
by the RSPCA, the London Or¬ 
ganising Committee of the 
Olympic Games (Locog) relent¬ 
ed and allowed WAF staff to go 
to the rescue. 

They were able to cross the 
race route and located the aban¬ 
doned kittens in a nearby field. 

The kittens were brought 
back and cared for at the hospi¬ 
tal until they could be picked 
up by the RSPCA later that 
evening when road restrictions 
had been lifted. 

WAF founder Simon Cowell 
said: “Locog gave us special 
permission to go out into 
Randalls Road, despite the 
Olympic lockdown and we 


retrieved the kittens. 

“We do not usually get in¬ 
volved in cases of abandoned 
domestic pets as that is 
normally a job for the RSPCA 
but on this occasion, as the 
RSPCA were unable to get to 
Randalls Road because of the 
Olympic road closures, we 


were very happy to help out. 

“These poor animals needed 
to be rescued and reunited 
with the others before they 
came to any harm. 

“Many thanks to Locog for 
being so understanding and al¬ 
lowing us to get out on to the 
field of play.”

Retired homeowners are putting 
families first as sales of equity 
release plans and total lending 
soar, analysis from independent 
equity release adviser Key Retire¬ 
ment Solutions shows. 

Thirty one per cent of pension¬ 
ers used property wealth to help 
their families in the first six 
months of 2012 compared with 23 
per cent in the same period of 
2011 as the total value of housing 
wealth released soared to £446 
million. 

Over the same period the num¬ 
bers using property wealth to 
clear their own debts dropped to 
25 per cent from 31 per cent. 

Total lending in the first six 
months increased 15.7 per cent to 
£446.21 million from £385.68 mil¬ 


lion and would have topped £630 
million if £185 million of un¬ 
tapped drawdown funds which 
have yet to be released are added 
in. 

Dean Mirfin, group director at 
Key Retirement Solutions 
(www.keyrs.co.uk), said “Retired 
homeowners are putting families 
first as the recession continues to 
squeeze finances across genera¬ 
tions. 

“Helping out family is a power¬ 
ful motivation for elderly home- 
owners and it is striking that 
they feel financially secure 
enough to help families before 
themselves and are under less fi¬ 
nancial pressure from their own 
debt. 

“The equity release market is 


firmly back on the growth track 
with total values released up 15 
per cent in the first half of the 
year while sales of plans are also 
well ahead of 2011.” 

Home and garden improve¬ 
ments remained the most popu¬ 
lar use of equity release cash - 58 
per cent of customers used some 
or all of the cash for that with 30 
per cent using money to fund hol¬ 
idays. 

Only 16 per cent used money to 
pay regular bills while 18 per 
cent used it to clear outstanding 
mortgages. 

The biggest growth in values 
released was in London where 
total value increased by 45.3 per 
cent while the south east saw to¬ 
tals climb by 23.7 per cent.

2. The Order will come into effect on Monday 13 August 2012 with the work planned 
to take place according to the Schedule to this Notice. The Order will remain in 
force for 18 months to be re-introduced should further works be required. 

3. The Order will temporarily in those roads on the dates shown in the Schedule to 
this Notice:- 

(a) prohibit all classes of vehicular traffic. There will be no access to those roads 
from any adjoining road whilst the closures are in place; 

(b) introduce waiting restrictions - ‘no waiting’ - and loading restrictions - ‘no 
loading / unloading’ at any time. 

4. The Order will temporarily suspend any disabled persons parking place, permit 
parking place, shared use permit/pay and display parking place, ‘stop and shop’ 
parking place, car club parking place, loading place, footway parking bay or any other 
free parking place in those roads or lengths of roads in the Schedule to this Notice. 

5. Letters will be distributed and signage placed in advance of any works in the roads 
scheduled to this Order which will give more specific details of the prohibitions, 
effects of any temporary traffic management and diversion routes as necessary.
